1 am  assured  by  the  Area  General  Practitioners  that  the 
Winter  of  this  year  was  the  busiest  ever. 

Of  the  286  infectious  diseases  notified,  this  is  only  a portion 
of  the  total  number  of  cases.  The  Committee  will  recall  that 
apart  from  the  normal  Winter  influenza  there  was  a ' 

break  of  Asian  Flu,  also  sparodic  outbreaks  of  German  Measles 
Mumps,  Bronchitis.  Tonsilitis,  Chicken-Fox,  etc.  none  of  which 
are  notifiable. 
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Again,  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Paratyphoid  Fever,  and  only  four  cases  of  Food  Poison- 
ing. The  patients  suffering  with  food-poisoning  were  only  ill 
for  a few  days  and  quickly  recovered. 

Additionally,  there  were  four  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continues,  as  and  when 
the  supplies  are  available.  The  Authority  will  be  aware  of  the 
difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining  sufficient  supplies  at  the 
present  time  and  for  this  reason  vaccination  is  restricted  to  the 
under  fives.  Irrespective  of  these  initial  difficulties,  I am  pleased 
to  report  that  it  is  anticipated,  in  the  very  near  future,  that 
the  scope  of  this  scheme  will  be  widened  to  include  the  children 
in  the  age  groups  five  to  fourteen  years.  May  I plead  with  the 
parents  of  the  school  children  to  co-operate  in  this  matter.  If 
there  are  school  children  in  the  Urban  Area  who  have  not  been 
vaccinated  supplies  of  cards  are  still  available  at  the  Schools, 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Public  Health  Department  of  the 
Council  Offices. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

This  service  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council. 

There  were  no  reported  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  the  year 
1957.  If  such  cases  are  notified,  isolation  facilities  exist  at 
Bedwellty  and  Alteryn  Isolation  Hospital. 

Innoculation  against  Diphtheria  continues  to  be  undertaken 
by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Council  Health 
Department  at  the  District  Clinics. 

School  children  are  innoculated  by  the  Area  Medical  Officer 
at  the  Schools.

In  the  past  ten  years,  the  use  of  drugs  in  Tuberculosis  has 
made  great  strides  and  revolutionised  medical  care  of  the  tuber- 
culous. Streptomycin,  para-aminosalicylic-acid,  P.A.S.,  and 
the  thiosemicarbazones  and  isoniazid  have  all  contributed  in  no 
small  way. 

The  battle  against  tuberculosis  is  being  steadily  won.  In 
1957,  there  were  4,784  deaths  from  this  disease,  compared  with 
5,375  deaths  in  1956.  Respiratory  tuberculosis  caused  4,250 
deaths  in  1957  and  4,853  in  1956.  The  provisional  death-rate 
of  95,  million  persons  in  1957  was  12  per  cent,  lower  than  the 
previous  year,  and  it  meant  that  since  1947  the  death-rate  from 
respiratory  tuberculosis  had  fallen  by  more  than  79  per  cent. 

These  figures  are  given  in  the  Registrar  General’s  Weekly 
Return,  which  deals  with  tuberculosis,  cancer  and  maternal 
mortality  in  England  and  Wales  in  1957. 

To-day  we  look  at  a changed  and  still  ever  changing 
picture.  In  an  age,  the  treatment  has  moved  from  bed  rest, 
often  in  unhygienic,  unventilated,  thoroughly  unhealthy  con- 
demnable  houses.  Fear  of  the  disease,  brought  in  its  wake 
other  cases;  it  was  not  unusual  to  see  families  riddled  by  this 
social  scourge,  bringing  stigma  and  ostracism. 
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Thus,  we  have  a picture  of  ignorance,  fear,  bad  homes, 
irregular  work,  irregular  and  scanty  meal  times,  malnutrition 
and  an  unsafe  milk  supply.  To-day,  we  have  drugs,  B.C.G. 
vaccine,  better  homes,  a lesser  occupancy  rate  per  house, 
regular  meals,  a safe  milk  and  a veritable  army  of  experts 
dealing  with  the  Tuberculous  person. 

To-day,  the  germ  is  hunted  in  all  sorts  of  ways,  Mass 
Radiography  being  the  most  popular  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  said  that  to  look  for  the  Tubercule  Bacillus  is  to  look 
for  a ‘ needle  in  a haystack.’  This  Authority  will  be  pleased 
to  note  that  Mass  Radiography  has  found  not  one  ‘needle’  but 
several  in  this  locality. 

While  we  all  agree  that  the  visits  paid  periodically  to  the 
Urban  Area  by  the  Mobile  X-Ray  Unit  are  more  than  beneficial, 
discovering  very  early  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  other  lung 
abnormalities,  I feel  that  much  more  can  be  done  by  better 
co-operation  by  the  general  public. 

You  will  be  aware  that  the  Unit  is  open  to  suit  the  needs 
of  the  general  public,  notices  are  liberally  displayed  and  yet 
there  are  very  many  people  who  show  no  interest  in  being 
examined.

DETAILS. 

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. 

In  all  cases  inquiries  were 

made  as  to  foodstuffs  consumed  immediately  prior  to  the  onset 
of  symptoms.  This  inquiriy  proved  of  little  or  no  avail,  except 
that  it  was  found  that  four  members  of  one  family  were 
affected.  The  symptoms  were  typical  of  those  associated  with 
food  poisoning,  but  there  was  no  bacteriological  confirmation. 
It  would  appear  that  three  sons  and  a daughter,  all  members  of 
one  family,  had  eaten  some  pies  which  in  no  way  tasted  un- 
palatable. The  affected  persons  quickly  recovered.

These  services  are  maintained  by  the  County  Council  at 
Newbridge,  Cwmcarn,  Hafodyrynys  and  Trinant. 

Isolation  Hospitals. 

There  are  no  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  Council  s Area,  but 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  Infectious  Diseases  cases  to 
be  admitted  to  the  Bedwellty  Isolation  Hospital,  Aberbargoed, 
and  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  Newport. 

No  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  required  to  be  isol- 
ated during  the  year,  1957,  other  than  the  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

It  is  now  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  to  administer  this 
service.  This  duty  is  performed  by  their  Area  Medical  Officers. 
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Ambulance  Service. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  County  Council  now  administers  the  Ambulance 
Service. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Pathological  Specimen*. 

Samples  of  Milk,  Ice-Cream,  Water  and  samples  from  the 
Council’s  Swimming  Baths  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 

at  the  County  Hall  for  examination  during  the  year. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  Authority  of  the  Abertiller.v 
and  District  Water  Board.  The  chief  supply  is  obtained  from 
Giwyne-Fawr  Reservoir  situated  in  the  Black  Mountains, 
Breconshire;  subsidiary  supplies  are  obtained  from  local  sources. 
The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  large  supplementary  quantities 
were  obtained  from  Llanover  Scheme.  The  water  is  sampled 
by  the  Board  and  from  time  to  time  by  the  Local  Authority 
(who  submitted  samples  for  bacteriological  examination). 
Where  necessary  the  supplies  were  chlorinated  by  the  Board’s 
Officials.

During  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  Water  Supplies 
and  systems  generally,  where  the  pressure  was  reported  to  be 
low.  Upon  inspection  it  was  found  that  in  almost  all  cases  the 
corrosion  of  pipes  was  responsible  for  inadequate  supplies  for 
all  domestic  purposes.  In  such  cases,  Informal  Notices  and 
where  necessary  Statutory  Notices  under  Section  138  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  amended  by  Section  30  of  the 
Water  Act,  1945,  were  served  with  complete  success. 

Sewer*  and  Drain*. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  Member  of  the  Western 
Valley  Sewerage  Board.  The  Council  s subsidiary  sewers  are 
connected  to  the  Main  Trunk  Sewer. 
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Scavenging. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  twice  weekly. 
Ihe  tip  is  situated  in  the  Valley  at  Pant-y-reske,  Abercarn, 
and  is  partially  controlled. 

Very  shortly  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Pant-y-reske  tip  will 
be  abandoned.  In  this  event  tipping  will  be  commenced  at 
Field’s  Park  and  conceivably  at  another  site  at  the  northern  end 
of  the  District. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Regular  inspections  in  connection  with  Rodent  Control  and 
Fly  Breeding  have  been  carried  out,  and  extensive  treatments 
for  the  elimination  of  rodents  and  flies  are  continually  being 
undertaken.

Housing  Conditions. 

During  the  year  no  new  Council  Houses  were  erected,  but 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  commencement  will  be  made  on  the 
1 14  Houses  and  ancillary  works  at  Trinant  at  a very  early  date. 

Although  the  Council  have  not  built  any  houses  for  some 
time,  due  to  various  reasons,  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  building  of  one-bedroom  maisonettes  . 

These  properties  can  reasonably  house  newly  married 
couples  and  childless  families.  For  at  the  moment  it  seems 
to  me  that  these  families  are  not  receiving  consideration  due  to 
the  greater  and  more  pressing  problems  in  regard  to  re-housing. 

Further  thought:  should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  Old  Age 
Pensioners’  Bungalows  within  the  boundaries  of  the  various 
wards.  While  the  existing  bungalows,  in  a measure,  fulfil  the 
needs  of  the  old  age  pensioners,  several  families  residing  therein 
are  unhappy  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  they  have  removed  from 
Wards  where  they  have  spent  the  greater  part  of  their  lives,  and 
they  find  difficulty  in  settling  down  amongst  new  surroundings. 
We  should  all  appreciate  the  difficulty  in  making  new  friends 
between  the  ages  of  60  and  70  years. 

Time  and  again  the  wish  has  been  expressed  : — 

"These  bungalows  are  lovely,  but  I wish  they  were  in 

Cwmcarn.” 

The  same  desire  being  expressed  by  old  residents  of 
Crumlin,  Abercarn  and  Newbridge  in  relation  to  their  respec- 
tive wards. 

Redevelopment. 

iln  addition  to  the  two  small  redevelopment  schemes  in 
hand  at  Cwmcarn  and  Abercarn,  where  the  sites  will  be  re- 
developed for  the  purpose  of  building  old  persons’  bungalows, 
it  may  well  be  that  Mill  Cottages,  Crumlin,  and  Railway  Place, 
Newbridge,  can  be  redeveloped  and  old  persons’  bungalows 
built  on  these  sites. 
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Rent  Act,  1957. 

One  felt  that  when  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  came  into  force 
on  6th  July,  1957,  the  Public  Health  Department  would  be  sub- 
merged by  the  welter  of  G. Forms  : this  was  not  so. 

For  the  first  few  months  everything  possible  was  done  to 
take  advantage  of  the  provisions  laid  down  in  the  Act,  whereby 
houses  should  be  brought  up  to  a reasonable  standard  of  fitness 
having  regard  to  age,  character  and  locality  of  the  property. 

Bureaux  were  set  up,  giving  free  advice  to  any  person  wish- 
ing to  take  advantage  of  the  same.  At  these  centres  G.  Forms 
were  provided  freely,  while  ample  supplies  were  always 
available  at  the  Council  Offices  upon  purchase. 

It  would  not  be  over-stating  the  case  to  say  that  the  people 
are  incapable  of  carrying  out  inspections  and  entering  up  the 
G.  Forms  in  the  proper  manner.  And  this,  in  my  opinion,  is 
the  overriding  factor  in  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  becoming  a damp 
squib,  as  it  were. 

Examples  of  this  are  as  follows  : — 

A Form  G.  was  received  from  one  tenant,  the  list  of  defects 
existing  at  the  property  being  listed  as  follows  : — 

“ Roof  needs  slates  put  back  on. 

The  windows  upstairs  and  down  also  needs  repairs. 

The  lavatory  walls  and  doors.” 

This  tenant  had  resided  in  the  house  some  twenty  or  more 
years,  and  upon  inspection  the  defects  found  to  be  in  exist- 
ence were  : — 

Main  roof  defective,  many  slates  cracked,  others 
missing. 

Window  frame  in  front  bedroom  sash  cord  type,  top 
and  bottom  halves  rotted.  Frame  not  fitting  properly 
allowing  considerable  entry  of  rainwater  and 
draught. 

Door  and  door  frame  of  toilet  compartment  rotted,  left- 
hand  door  jamb  broken. 

Window  frame  in  front  room  shows  evidence  of  serious 
dry  rot  and  requires  renewal. 

Lavatory  walls  cracked  and  bulging.

The  most  outstanding  case  received  by  receipt  of  a 
G.  Form  was  from  an  old  lady  living  alone.  In  the  space  pro- 
vided for  the  list  of  defects  existing  she  had  written  : — 

I object  to  paying  the  new  rent.” 

A five-minute  talk  convinced  her  that  she  was  duty  bound 
to  pay  the  increased  rent.  A subsequent  inspection  of  her  house 
showed  that  there  were  no  defects  other  than  a small  patch  of 
rising  dampness  in  the  passageway. 

Mortgages. 

Disappointing  as  this  may  seem,  the  Rent  Act  has  increased 
the  sale  of  property  in  the  Urban  Area  and  in  turn  this  has 
resulted  in  a spate  of  applications  to  borrow  money  by  way  of 
mortgage  from  the  Authority. 

The  Treasurer  and  Chief  Financial  Officer,  Mr.  T.  FT 
Dixon,  F.I.M.T.A.,  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  following

advances  totalling  £30,000,  in  respect  of  39  applications,  were 
made  during  the  year. 

Quite  the  larger  proportion  of  these  applications  were  from 
tenants,  their  sudden  interest  in  acquiring  the  property  being 
brought  about  by  the  increase  in  rent  and  further  the  owners’ 
desire  to  get  rid  of  their  properties. 

In  very  many  instances  repaymets  back  will  not  amount 
to  more  than  2/6d.  to  5/-  per  week  over  and  above  the  weekly 
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rent  of  the  properties.  1 his  figure  of  2/6d.  to  5/-  plus  the  rent 
covers  rates,  water  rates  and  ground  rent. 

While  the  tenants  did  not  object  to  paying  an  average  of 
ll/6d.  to  13/-  weekly  inclusive  rent,  their  reaction  to  paying 
an  increase  in  rent,  which  averaged  at  6/-  per  week,  was  one 
of  concern,  and  they  quickly  sought  to  acquire  the  property. 

Undoubtedly,  in  the  next  ten  years,  providing  that  we  have 
continuation  in  the  stabilisation  of  industries  in  the  Area,  the 
large  proportion  of  the  general  public  will  become  owner/ 
occupiers. 

The  Authority  will  be  aware  that  the  Llanover  Estate  have 
provided  facilities  covering  over  four  hundred  houses,  whereby 
the  tenants  can  become  the  owners.  The  National  Coal  Board 
are  providing  facilities  for  some  hundreds  of  their  tenants  to 
acquire  the  property  in  which  they  reside.  This,  together  with 
the  readiness  of  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  mortgages,  may 
well  see  almost  all  properties  becoming  owner  occupied  under 
the  egest  of  the  Authority. 

Finally,  one  can  anticipate  an  increase  in  the  applications 
made  for  improvement  Grants,  whereby  modernisation  schemes 
can  be  put  into  being  and  bring  these  properties  up  to  a reason- 
able standard  as  the  following  will  show. 

Private  Development. 

During  the  year  a further  twenty-seven  private  bungalows 
were  constructed  and  in  many  instances  mortgages  were  taken 
out  through  the  Council  up  to  the  maximum  of  £2,000.

Hotels,  Inns,  Clubs,  etc. 

Survey  of  the  hotels,  inns  and  clubs  in  the  Area  were 
carried  out  during  the  year,  a number  of  which  fell  short  of 
requirements  as  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 
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In  the  very  old  type  of  inn,  drainage  facilities,  lavatory  and 
urinal  accommodation  was  inadequate  and  insanitary.  In  other 
cases,  facilities  for  the  cleansing  of  glasses  were  not  available, 
and  in  general  the  inns  were  in  need  of  extensive  redecoration 
and  modernisation. 

It  was  gratifying  to  see  results,  that  in  four  cases  extensive 
alterations  and  modernisations  were  carried  out  by  the 
Brewery  Companies,  upon  the  service  of  Informal  Notices. 

The  survey  was  carried  out  for  : — 

(1)  General  cleanliness  of  premises. 

(2)  The  cleanliness  and  conditions  of  serving  bars. 

(3)  Beer  engines.

It  is  said  that,  “ procrastination  is  the  thief  of  time.” 

The  companies  owning  three  of  the  inns  in  the  Urban  Area 
should  remember  this  and  modernise  these  establishments 
without  further  delay.  After  all,  one  cannot  be  accused  of 
being  impatient.  The  archaic  facilities  and  sanitary  accommo- 
dation existing  at  these  inns  has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed,  and 
have  been  like  this  for  years.  Times  change,  but  these  filthy 
conveniences  look  like  remaining  for  ever. 

The  powers  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  being  limited  in  extent,  in  no  way  meets 
these  particular  problems.  It  may  well  be  that  other  interested 
bodies  may  raise  bona--fide  objection  to  these  conditions.  An 
objection  which  would  be  well  justified. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MILK  AND  OTHER  FOODS, 


Milk  and  Dairies. 

Certain  registration  and  licensing  duties  remain  with  the 
Local  Authority  in  addition  to  the  supervision  of  distributors 
and  dairy  premises,  and  the  taking  of  samples  for  bacterio- 
logical and  biological  examination.

The  total  amount  of  condemned  meat  and  offal  was  just 
over  4,000  lbs.  in  weight.  At  first  glance  this  total  may  appear 
large,  but  in  point  of  fact,  as  the  above  percentage  figures 
show,  it  is  very  small  in  relation  to  the  amount  inspected. 

The  number  of  Tuberculosis  cases  continues  to  decline, 
and  one  rarely  finds  a case  of  generalised  Tuberculosis.  Cases 
of  actinabacillosis  and  cysticercusbovis  were  observed.  How- 
ever, the  bulk  of  the  condemnations  were  due  to  isolated  nodes 
being  affected  by  casiated  Tuberculosis,  cestodes  and  trema- 
todes  in  the  livers  of  sheep  and  cattle  while  several  cases  of 
urticaria  were  found  in  pigs.
